Liberal Discounts to Clubs. 

An Explosion with Dynamite in St 
John, N. U. 

A despatch from St. John gives par- 
■ ticulars of a serious accident at that 
jjlt*t;tj : — On Sunday morning at 2:30 
o'clock, just as the oclipso became to- 
tal, a loud explosion was hoard from 
tho direction of tho Victoria Hotel, 
which many mistook for the report of 
a cannon. Geo. E. Berteaux, book- 
keeper for Hall & Fairweatber, and 
Mr- Sherift, of Montreal, were in tho 
room with John Edwards, manager of 
"tho hotel, in the north-west anglo, 
watching the eclipse. Berteaux had a 
dyPAimte cartridge 2^ inches in length, 

• by an inch thick, which ho intended to 
light and throw from tho window o'f 
'tho hotid to give the eclipse additional 
"eclat." Unfortunately after lighting 

: tho. tissue-paper which enclosed it, lie 
hold it too long and it exploded in his 
right hand, taking it clear off by the 
wrist and shattering it into many 

, ' pieces, some of which were picked up 
§00 feet away. His left arm, near tho 

a elbow, was badly bruised; his right 

• eye and chin slighly injured, and ho 
roceived a deop gash in tho cheek, ap- 
parently from a piece of tho bono of 
bis hand. Mr. John Edwards, who 
was beside him, received tho llame of 
the explosion in bin eyes, and bis sight 
is injured, though it is hoped hot per- 
manently. His brother, who was in 
the saniu room, was not hurt. ' Mr. 
Sheriff was knocked down and thrown 
clean across the room, and his hearing 
is impaired. Berteaux suffered ox- 

' oruciaung agony, and his arm was 
amputated midway betwceh f tb.e wrist 
and elbow by Drs. Bayard, Inches ana 
-Holniay. Ho is now. doing well. 
Th° other sufferers aro as well as 
could bo eipected. Tho greatest con- 
sternation was caused in tho hotel by 
the explosion, though, strange to say, 
uotus slept through it well. 

A Costume to Keep Afloat- 

A Paris correspondent says : "An 
ingenious philanthropist of this city 
has just invented a new apparatus for 
assisting ship-wrecked persons in 
maintaining themselves above water, 
The public trial of this apparatus took 
place a "few days ago and proved en- 
tirely successful. Two river steam- 
boats wore procured by tho smiling, en- 
thusiastic, white-headed philanthro- 
pist, and convoyed a numerous com- 
pany of friends, people connected with 
the press, the clubs, tiro army and 
na^y, and sprinkling of members of 
the legislative Assembly, to tho Bil- 
lancourt Basin, just beyond Asniors. 
The now apparatus consists of a cost- 
unio, called by tho inventor the ''Na- 
tator;" it goes from tho nock to the 
knoos, fitting close to tho body, but 
suflcoptiblo of being worn over other 
clothihg, if time be wanted for divest- 
ing onerolf of one's ordinary apparel. 
From tho armpits to the hips tho thing 
is doublo, forming tho case of an in- 
dia-i'ubber tube that winds round and 
round tho body. Tho upper end of 
^his tube has a brass stopcock, through 
/which tho wearer blows in air with his 
lips, tho process requiring only a few 
seconds, and the volume of air thus 
introduced amply sufficing' to prevent 
the heaviest people from sinking, if 
it bo desired to drive, the wearer lots 
out tho air by merely opening the 
■topcock. The "Natator" will thus 
serve to keep tho ship-wrecked from 
sinking, and enable the heroic pre- 
servers of human life to reach those 
who, though kept afloat by it, are unu- 
bl» to swim. The wearers of tho 
"Natator," some of whom wore it un- 
der thoir clothes, some over thorn, 
tyhilo others had undressed and wore 
nothing else, floated about tho stoam- 
errj *°r a n hour, now seeming to stand 
erect in tho water, now lying upon it, 
uoino smoking a cigar, others reading 
a newspaper or eating biscuits and 
Mandwichos from, a litLlo waterproof 
bag attached to the costume, laughing, 
talking, and apparently enjoying their 
novel position. A shower happening 1 
to oomo, ono of the swimmers opened 
and hoisted an umbrella, under which 
ho continued his watery promenade, 
TO^th« gi'eat amusement of the Ejpoqta- 
tor»-" 1

Who invented Sausages? 
not HEYWOjtm. 

A correspondent asks us this question: 
"Who Was, tho iuvontor of sausages ?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Caisnr claimed to bo tho inventor, but 
historians and commentators havo uni- 
versally scoutod his claim. Ttoro is no 
doubt in the minds of tho best informed 
writers ou tho subject' but that tho Ger- 
mans woro tliQinvootors of tho sausage, 
and that Csosnr in his wars, against the 
stubborn C>erruan tribes becamo acquaint- 
ed With their way of making tl;e sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing the 
Rubicon, ho tried to induce tho inhabit- 
ants^ tho' In\pprial*city to adopt it as an 
artie'lo of foOd, but the I? o mans wero rich, 
they fed on hnurios- garnered from the 
lands which they- iiad* ;corlquored and 
thej rejected the sau*»6o-. ' Qn tho morn- 
ing of the day of his doath at tho hands 
of the conspirators, C«oftr srtuly informed 
his wife tho-tdmperiftl Horn? was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of soirsages. It is u singu- 
lar and ostraordinary fact— ono quoted 
by the great historian Simanidos, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr — that no nation 
hns boon groat as a military power, in 
modern tijjjos, whioU did not make sau- 
sages one of its prima articles of diet. 
The recent war bojw^Jeu Germany and 
Franco provos this. Seventy-five j-ears 
ago tho French woro intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But, 
lixo tho liomans, thoy took to luxurous 
living, and tho downfall of la belle J'Vance 
followed. 

The Germans hare always been a war- 
like nation. Thoy have always been oat- 
ors of sausage. The greatest general of 
modern times, Moltko, dines upon saur- 
ago threo tinios a day. Ho says that no 
man who is uot a» lover ,<jf sausages can 
over make a great' general. Some years 
rvgo Ue was called, upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. He was eating his 
usual meal ot '^wurst and pumpernickel," 
and asked tho young offloor to joiu him. 
Tho offer was declined on the ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
tho great general, looking at the officer 
witli flashing oyos, "the man who cannot 
oat sausagos need never expect promo- 
tion from mo." Tho young officer at once 
applied himsolf so assiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages thot in the 
lato war ho had risen to be General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to tho dismissal of a woour ol 
tho Gonoral's daughter. She afterwards 
marriod a manufacturer of sausages with 
hor fathor'a Approbation, and she is now 
tho happy motftor of eight healthy sau 
sago-eating children. Wero anyone to 
say in Gonoral Von Moltko's presence 
that saUsages were made out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet.ho has never accountud 
for tho dooadeuoe in the number of dogs 
in Germanysinoe sausages became the 
national fooil, as frogs are that of the 
French, potfttous and herrings of tho Ir- 
ish, boof and plum pudding of tho Eng- 
lish, buckwheat oakos and tobacco of Am- 
ericans, and ttoy wood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. ,%

"Only Two Cent« " 



For some tiruo back "we have been, 
endeavouring to make suggestions and 
rocommonilutious with the two-fold 
?iow of facilitating tho introduction of 
men and "munitions" into tho Gassiar 
country and securing, as far an may bo, 
the full benefits of that trade, instead 
of through ourownsupiness permitting 
the lion's share of it to be graspod by a 
wide-awake neighbour. With thig 
general object in viow attention is now 
directed to an altogethor unjustifiable 
tax lovied upon that trade in respect 
of tho trail leading from Tolegraph 
Creek to Doase Lake. Tho entire 
distance does not, wo aro informed,ex- 
caod eighty miles, and we have been 
assured that the whole expenditure 
"bona-fido" made by the party hold- 
ing tho charter would probably not ex- 
cocd five or six thousand dollars. Yet 
in consideration of this expenditure 
they are enabled to exact a toll which 
wo are credibly informed has, during 
that portion of the past season it was 
in use, produced at least double that 
•um and bids fair to more than quad- 
ruple it next your. Now, if these 
figures are anywhere noar the mark, 
and wo feol conlidont they are not far 
BBtray, it must be obvious even to the 
most superficial thiuker that tho rato 
of toll is out of all proportion to the 
length of the trail and tho capital ex- 
pended in its construction. Twenty 
per cent, is generally considered a fair 
return on such outlay: but hero wo have 
four to five hundred por cent, with 
every prospect of still further increase! 
It may be said, it has been said, "It 
ia only two cents a pound. That can 
neither make nor mar the trade." 
That does Dot make wrong right, 
howover. But a little consideration 
will show the impost to be not such a 
very trillo after all- On feed for ani- 
mals it is equal and more than equal 
to tho cost price of tho article. On 
flour, the principal food for men, it is 
very nearly equal to tho prime cost. On 
many kinds of tho heavier goods it 
counts up to fifty por cent, upon coat 
price; while on goods generally, in- 
cluding packing and packagos, it 
ranges from ten to twenty per cont on 
the original price. It is simply idle, 
therefore, to pretend that tho tax is 
trifling. Collocted, as it is, on goods 
long before they can bo realized upon, 
it is both vexatious and oppressive. 
Twenty dollars a ton on tho wholo trade 
of CaBsiar is no trifle. And for what? 
For liberty to pass over eighty miles of 
trail. It is simply an extortion, an out- 
rage. The complaint of Cariboo against 
thetolls collected on the trunk road was 
conceded to bo well grounded by the 
very act of abolition; and that was s 
light grievance compared with tho pre- 
sent one. Tho rato was the sanio,it is 
true; but then it was collected in ro- 
apect of a good waggon road four hun- 
dred miles long and constructed at a 
cost of about a million and a half. To 
compare the figures in tho two cases 
is to seal the condemnation of the 
Cassiar imposition. Granted the 
grievance, what is to bo done? Would 
you interfero with vested rights and 
take away the charter? We would 
take away the charter, but not so as 
to infringe vested rights. Tho charter 
contains a provision enabling the 
Government at any time to take over 
tho trail upon payment of cost and 
twenty per cent, interest thoreon. This 
being one of tho conditions of the 
contract, to carry it into effect could 
bo no injustico or infringement of 
vested rights. And we denire just 
hero to guard against misapprehen- 
sion. Wo have no fault whatever to 
find with tho holdor of the chartor for 
getting a good thing; nor shall we 
blame him if ho should oxhaust evorj 
legitimate means to retain it. But 
it is as inevitable principle that indi- 
vidual interest must bend to fhe pub- 
lic good, and tho Government being 
the custodians of tho lattor, itbocomos 
thoir bounden duty to atop in and put 
an ond to the particular chartor in 
question, abolish tho tolls thereunder 
collocted and maintain tho trail 
efficiently. In doing this, lot them treat 
tho holder of tho charter justly, oven 
genoroualy; but lot it bo done in timo 
to propare for tho trade of the coming 
season.

Is 
not another twelvemonth's peacoful en 
jojmout of the "apoils of offiea" by four 
Ministers of far more consequence than 
another year's waiting to Columbia?

IMvate lotters from Hope stato that 
Mr. Jss Allinon, while driving 250 heart 
of beef cattle intended for the Victoria 
market across Hope Mountains, was 
•aught in a violcut snow storm and hart 
to turn hack. The band hart d i fTi o u 1 1 y in 
reaching the valley, and an Indian drover 
■was killed by a brunch which foil from 
one of the trees. Stock driving- across 
Hope Mountain may be considered at an 
end for this year. Mr. Olapperton'a band 
of cattle from Nicola Valley, which are 
now in town, crossed the mountain only 
three days in advance of Allison's band. 

Pbofhssob Seymook's rejection aa Bis- 
hop of Illinois was not considered as in 
any event likely to occur when the Epis- 
copal Convention closed its doors on the 
14th inst. to act on his confirmation. 13ut 
eight days' secret sessions in Una case ap- 
pear to have worked very unexpectedly 
on the final vote. The candidate failed 
to be confirmed, not having received a 
constitutional majority in his favor. It 
was noeeasary that ho should have a ma- 
jority of the diocoHCS on both the clerical 
and lay side of the House, but he re- 
ceived it in neither case.

:Seymour's views on the real presence, and 
Also of his course in the General Semi 
ajary during a controversy with its Dean 
in 1871. Documents and letters were 
Toad from authoritative sourcos charging 
hi in with sympathizing with the extreme 
ritualists, which appear to have impress- 
ed tho Convention with the belief that he 
'•was at least a doubtful "Churchman," 
not pronounced enough in his orthodoxy 
to hold a placo with the bishops of the 
Church. The point was also pressed homo 
that the candidate wus by reputation a 
ritualist in his tandencios, and that his 
confirmation would be hailed as a victory 
for that wing in the denomination.

One of the dangera attending the

Tho evil 
has grown to. such an extent that the 
shrewd moneylenders who accommo- 
date their young friends at exorbitant 
rates of interest have been in the 
habit of sending circulars into the 
schools, where thoy have been care- 
fully and secretly placed with a view 
to doing the most good, or as proper 
minded people would think, the moat 
harm. Parliament has taken hold of 
tho matter in a very earnest manner, 
however, and the "Infants' Relief 
Act, 1874:," now in force, making 
void all contracts mad* by minors for 
the payment of borrowed money, is a 
decided blow at the evil. It is ao t 
likely that the usurious aiders of juven- 
ile extravagance will be quite so free 
in their loans now that the honor of 
the young borrower will be their only 
security for money lent.
